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THE MODERN definition 


of the term "crime" is com- 
monly understood to be an of- 
fense against society. But, 
the meaning of the , word 
"criminal" is becoming in- 
creasingly more complex in 
our twentieth-century world. 


Modern .thinking has brought 


forth the theory that the two 
terms do not necessarily go hand 
in hand. The person who com- 
mits it crime today is not always 
to be considered a criminal. A 
common example of that would 
be a homicidal maniac. 
'SUCH A person, in the commis 
aion of murder, is no longer called 
a criminal by modern theorists. 
An individual with such tendencies 
is believed to be ill and not mental- 
ly responsible for his offense. 


Naturally, for the protection 


of the rest of the society, homici- 
dal maniacs are put out of circu- 
lation. Some killers are sent to 
mental institutions for treatment, 
others are sent to prisons. 
ERRONEOUSLY enough, only 


the people who are caught com 
witting a crime are subject to the 
term "criminal." Ironically, so 
ciety is infested with persons who 
are constantly offending the social 
order,- but who are able to escape 
detection. 


Not 'only do such people main- 


tain the respect of society, they 
also even gain social applause in 
their criminal endeavors ... if 
they beat- the rap. History's no- 
torious monopolists, who gath- 
ered world riches at the expense 
of others, could come under that 
category. 


* * * 


FORTUNATELY, knowledge im- 


parted through discoveries in the 
fields of. psychology and sociology 
js gradually altering the concepts 
•regarding the term criminal. 


Man is slowly acquiring a more 


humane attitude toward society's. 
"misfits." This is probably due 
to the assumption that society is 
largely responsible for the of- 
fenders in it* midst. 
THE PROPOSITION that the cri- 


minal is a self-willed offender is 
being modified. The existence of 
a- self-willed offender — one that 
for no seemingly good reason com- 
mits a crime — is not ruled out en- 
tirely. ' 


More popular in modern theory 


Is the thought that the criminal 
Is the victim of society, his en- 
vironment, rather than society 
being the victim of the criminal. 
TO GO A step further, the of- 


fender could be considered the out- 
ward sign of social disorganization 
rather than the direct cause of that 
disorganization. 


Today, society is not ready .to 


accept, and to an extent, refuses 
to accept that theory. It Is eas- ' 
ler to blame the criminal, per se, 
than to look within society's "vi- 
tals" for the "disease" that gives 
rise to the criminal. 
IN ATTEMPTING to prevent 


crime, sociologists are seeking the 
weeds of crime within the flower 
beds of society and not all within 
the individual. 


And when mankind can pull 


out those weeds, the slums, dis- 
crimination, broken homes, and 
countless other contributing caus- 
es, the term criminal may virtu- 
ally disappear. 
< 


THE PLAY of an individual's 


environment upon his own men- 
tality is what make him good or 
evil, according to modern thought. 


With that in mind, man is tak- 


ing the first steps in understand- 
in' rather than condemning the 
offender ... in treating rather 
than tormenting a non-conformer. 
IT IS understood that the hard- 


ened criminal today is often be- 
yond the help of his fellow man. 
His pattern of crime is embedded 
too deep to be eradicated. 


Now, the. emphasis of cure is 


placed on the "first offender" to 
prevent him frdm becoming a 
recidivist, one who repeats in 
crime. 
BUT, is'pmcm the answer. A 


psychiatrist 
testifying in circuit 


..court' yesterday implied that it 
wasn't "the best solution. 


The incarcerated f!r*t offender 


is" given an advanced course in 
crime at a penitentiary. His en- 
vironment is not entirely condu- 
cive to cure. But, as the psy- 
chiatrist 
mentioned- in 
court, 


what better has society to offer? 
THE NON-CONFORMIST needs 


supervision to reform. 
Prisons 


are an inadequate answer . . . a 
place to discard misfits, 


In the same manner society 


fights to cure itself of a dread 
disease, it should work to reform 
the criminal. The same Intense 
interest ,mu«t be taken in that 
cause. 
" 


When every member of the so- 


cial order carried his share of 
that responsibility Instead of, 
placing It In the h»ndi of a war- 
den, the criminal infection may 
then he&l.

U. S. Seeks 
Way to Halt 
War Cargo 


Challenge May Be 
Offered Vessel by 
China Nationalists 


WASHINGTON — (&) — A 


Finnish tanker loaded-with 7,- 
000 tons of strategic jet fuel 
from Romania is reported on 
its way to Communist China 
despite American government 
efforts to stop it. 
Informed officials disclosed this 


today amid speculation that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower may eventually 
consider a navaj blockade of the 
China Coast to shut off such stra- 
tegic shipments. 


Believed in Canal 


The tanker Wiima was said to be 


in the Suez Canal area after pick- 
ing up its highly strategic cargo 
at a Black Sea port last week. 


The State department tried un- 


successfully to persuade the Fin- 
nish and Turkish governments to 
stop the vessel. 


Finland pleaded that it could do 


nothing to cancel registry of the 
vessel, it was understood. 


The Turkish government replied 


it could not legally intercept the 
ship when it passed through the 
Dardanelles Straits sevetal weeks 
ago because an international con- 
vention guarantees 
freedom of 


transit for all ships. < 


May Be Challenged 


The Chinese Nationalist Navy 


may possibly challenge the vessel 
when it passes near Formosa, in 
about two weeks. , 


The United Nations banned ship- 


ment of all strategic items to Com- 
munist China' and North Korea 
May 18, 1951. Neither Finland nor 
Romania is a member of the U. N. 
however. 


U.S. officials are known to be 


seeking some way of preventing 
Western European and non-Com- 
munist ships from hauling materi- 
el to Communist China. 


Available information shows, for 


example, that of some 850 ship ar- 
rivals at Chinese ports in the first 
10 months last year 600 were non- 
Communist flag vessels. 


Many of these are chartered by 


Communist nations, -particularly 
Poland and Romania.

New Vaccine 
May Wipe Out 
Flu Scourge 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. 


Scientists of the World Health Or- 
ganization have developed a pre- 
ventive vaccine they hope will com- 
pletely wipe out the scourge of in- 
fluenza by next year. 


The discovery was announced 


here fay the United Nations Tues- 
day night, after the scientists de- 
livered their official report on the 
new serum to WHO's Executive 
Board in Geneva, Switzerland. 


The announcement said the vac- 


cine—not yet available • in large 
quantities— was the first specific 
antiflu- serum, developed that .could 
be used in advance for an attack. 


It was evolved by scientists 


working in 55 laboratories in 44 
countries under the supervision of 
WHO and the World Influenza Cen- 
ter in London. 


War on Overtime Parking 
Indicated by City Council 


A move to curb Dixon's epidemic of parking meter viola- 


tions was introduced at a regular meeting of the Dixon city 
council Tuesday night. 


Commissioner C. L. Ballard, public health and safety, 


introduced a resolution to raise the fine on parking meter 
violators. 


In his resolution to amend the 


parking ordinance in Dixon, Bal- 
lard suggested the cityxlevy a fine 
of 25 cents instead of the current 
10 cents against motorists who fail 
:o feed the meters. 


"To Curb Abuse" 


•Ballard said that his suggestion 


was not for the purpose of getting 
more money into the police depart- 
ment fund, but to curb open abuse 
of the parking ordinance. 


In addition to the increased fine 


for overtime parking, Ballard sug- 
gested that a $1 fine be levied 
against offenders who park illegal- 
ly at a meter 'for more than 24 
hours. • 


In a recent survey, police esti- 


mated the number of parking vio- 
lations at five per block. 


Throughout Dixon, there are 360 


parking meters. And, those meters 
are scattered over some 35 blocks. 


A survey on Friday disclosed 


that from Galena avenue to Hen- 
ncpin avenue, there were ten meter 
violations, Ballard said. 


He contended that the limited 


number of policemen could not 
check parking meters fast enough 
to fine all of the violators. 


One of the pnme reasons for this 


is because they have to spend.so 
much time writing tickets against 
offenders. 


On an average of five ticket* a 


block, an officer would havt to 


write 175 tickets in covering the 
entire meter circuit, Ballard im- 
plied. 


He said that Dixon's meter fines 


were quite low when compared 
with other cities. In Chicago, a 
meter fine is $3. 
* 


Action Asked Feb. i(> 


Ballard asked the council to con- 


sider his resolution and to take 
action on it at the next meeting on 
Feb. 10. 


Commissioner L. J. Welch, in 


agreeing that something ought to 
be done to curb violations, said 
that the worst offender is the per- 
son who-parks all day at a meter 
by merely paying a nickle an hour. 


According to Mayor W i l l i a m 


Slothower, such persons wreck the 
prime idea of parking meters, to 
divide the parking space among 
the public. 


Meters were installed sd that 


the public, as well as the business 
district, would benefit by a con- 
stant turnover in parking traffic. 


'Under the present situation, Bal- 


lard said, motorists are 'parking at 
meters without making a pretense 
at putting money in the meter. 


He reasoned that the motorist 


takes a chance on not even being 
caught. And, if caught, the violator 
fijrurcs the 10 cent fine is cheap in 
paying for A parking space for two 
or more hours. 


New Gales 
Endangering 
Flood Area 


International Force 
Battles to Rescue 
Stranded Victims 


AMSTERDAM, The Neth- 


erlands—(/P) — Warnings of 
new gales ando high tides 
flashed fresh da°nger to bat- 
tered Britain and "Holland to- 
day as an international ar- 
mada of planes and boats 
braved waves and near-freez- 
ing weather to rescue surviv- 
ors of the continent's ' most 
frightful flood disaster since 
medieval times.- 


The unofficial death toll topped 


1,600—including 1,053 in Holland 
but the Amsterdam newspaper Het 
Vrije Volk indicated today that 
more than 2,000 persons may have 
lost their lives in The Netherlands 
alone. 


As thousands of workers raced 


against time to shore up shattered 
sea defenses in Britain and The 
Netherlands, some 2,000 vessels 
and more than 125 planes rushed 
the evacuation of t h o u s a n d s 
numbed by cold and suffering from 
three days of exposure in isolated 
villages throughout stricken South 
west Holland. 


New Warning 


The new gale warning was an- 


nounced for the North Sea area. 
Accompanying the grim forecast 
was a British Air Ministry, pre- 
diction that strong winds develop 
ing father south during the day 
will "tend to heighten the tides on 
the east coast." 


Already a biting wind was whip- 


ping up the sea again along Eng- 
land's Norfolk—hit hard by the 
rushing waters which high tides 
and hurricane winds sent pouring 
over the land Sunday. 


The 
raging 
waters subsided 


somewhat in Britain and Belgium 
but a thousand square miles of 
Holland—hardest hit of the three 
countries—remained buried under 
a blanket of deadening salt water. 


Uncalculatcd Damage 


Damage was reckoned in uncal- 


culated millions of dollars. In Brit- 
tain more than 400 square miles 
were flooded. In Brussejs, newspa- 
per estimates placed Belgian loss- 
es in the neighborhood of 20 mil- 
lion dollars. 


The final death toll in the disas- 


ter may exceed 2,000. The latest 
count from official and the best 
available unofficial sour.ces was: 


Holland. 1.053. 
England, 377. 
Belgium, 14.' 
Lost in ships at sea, 163. 
Total, 1,613. 
An estimated 80,000 persons were 


homeless. 30,OOJ) in Britain and 
50.000 in Holland. Thousands were 
believed still missing in the two 
countries. 


15 Americans "Dead 


Bodies of four more Americans 


were recovered from their homes 
on England's east coast today, 
raising the toll of known American 
dead to 15. Three others were still 
missing; and presumed lost. 


Help and offers of aid have 


soured into the stricken countries 
Tom all over the world. 


A vast rescue force, including 


ships, planes and men of the U.S., 
British, 
French 
and 
Canadian 


armed services moved swiftly to 
answer frantic pleas of help from 
flooded Dutch communities. 


Hope was given up for the 1.331- 


.on Swedish steamer Aspo and her 
crew of 22. The vessel vanished 
without a trace after sending an 
SOS from 125 miles off the Danish 
coast. 


Police disclosed that the British 


death toll may prove lower than 
las been feared. Previous reports 
said at least 130 persons died on 
Canvey Island in the Thames eat- 
iary 25 miles from London.' but 
police said this figure may be cut 
.o as low as 30.

He made clear the 
new economy combing would in- 
clude equipment procurement, con- 
struction and military manpower 
levels. 


But McNeil also said he was con- 


fident the economy drive decreed 
yesterday by' the Budget Bureau 
with President F.isenhow^r's hi_*cs.

on the Republican promise to trim 
the $78,900.000,000 budget which for- 
mer President Truman sent Con- 
gress 11 days before leaving office. 


Asks Detailed Flans 


Dodge asked all agencies to sub- 


mit detailed economy plans next 
month. 


The economy review of govern- 


ment construction was especially 
applicable to the Defense depart- 
ment, with its big building pro- 
grams, and . to the closely allied 
Atomic Energy Commission, which 
has a huge physical expansion 
mapped. 


McNeil said the review of De- 


fense department spending would 
be under the direction of Deputy 
Defense Secretary Roger Kyes, 
who would start at the point where

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THE MODERN definition 


of the term "crime" is com- 
monly understood to be an of- 
fense against society. 
But, 


the meaning of the word 
"criminal" is becoming in- 
creasingly more complex in 
our twentieth-century world. 


Modern thinking has brought 


forth the theory that the two 
terms do not necessarily go hand 
in hand. The person who com- ( 
mits a crime today is not always 
to be considered a criminal. A 
common example of that would 
be a homicidal maniac. 
SUCH A person, in the commis- 


sion of murder, is no longer called 
a criminal by modern theorists. 
An individual with such tendencies 
is believed to be ill and not mental- 
ly responsible for his offense. 


Naturally, for the protection 


of the rest of the society, homici- 
dal maniacs are put out of circu- 
lation. Some killers are sent to 
mental institutions for treatment, 
others are sent to prisons. 
ERRONEOUSLY enough, only 


the people who are caught com- 
mitting: a crime are subject to the 
term "criminal." 
Ironically, so- 


ciety is infested with persons who 
are constantly offending the social 
order,.but who are able to escape 
detection. 


Not only do such people main- 


tain the respect of society, they 
also even gain social applause in 
their criminal endeavors . . . if 
they beat the rap. History's no- 
torious monopolists, who gath- 
ered world riches at the expense 
of others, could come under that 
category. 
• • • 


FORTUNATELY, knowledge im- 


parted through discoveries in the 
fields of psychology, and sociology 
]s gradually altering the concepts 
•regarding the term criminal. 


Man is slowly acquiring a more 


humane attitude toward society's, 
"misfits." This is probably due 
to the assumption that society is 
largely responsible for the of- 
fenders In Its midst. 
THE PROPOSITION that the cri- 


minal is a self-willed offender is 
teeing modified. 
The existence of 


a self-willed offender — one that 
for no seemingly good reason com- 
mits a crime — is not ruled out en- 
tirely. 


More popular in modern theory 


is the thought that the criminal 
is the victim of society, his en- 
vironment, rather than society 
being the victim of the criminal. 
TO GO A step further, the of- 


fender could be considered the out- 
xvard sign of social disorganization 
rather than the direct cause of that 
disorganization. 


Today, society is not ready .to 


accept, and to an extent, refuses 
to accept that theory. It is eas- 
ier to blame the criminal, per se, 
than to look within society's "vi- 
tals" for the "disease" that gives 
rise to the criminal. 
IN ATTEMPTING to prevent 


crime, sociologists are seeking the 
weeds of crime within the flower 
beds of society and not all within 
the individual. 


And when mankind can pull 


out those weeds, the slums, dis- 
crimination, broken homes, and 
countless other contributing caus- 
es, the term criminal may virtu- 
ally disappear. 
' 


THE PLAY of an individual's 


environment upon his own men- 
tality is what make him good or 
evil, according to modern thought. 


With that in mind, man is tak- 


ing the first steps in understand- 
in' rather than condemning the 
offender ... in treating rather 
than tormenting a non-conformer. 
IT IS understood that the hard- 


ened criminal today is often be- 
yond the help of his fellow man. 
His pattern of crime is embedded 
too deep to be eradicated. 


Now, the emphasis of cure is 


placed on the "first offender" to 
prevent him from becoming a 
recidivist, one who repeats in 
crime. 
BUT. IS prison the answer. A 


psychiatrist testifying in circuit 
.court yesterday implied that it 
wasn't'the best solution. 


The incarcerated first offender 


In given an advanced course in 
crime at a penitentiary. His en- 
vironment is not entirely condu- 
cive to cure. But, as the psy- 
chiatrist 
mentioned- in 
court, 


what better has society to offer? 
THE NON-CONFORMIST needs 


nupervision to reform. 
Prisons 


are an inadequate answer . . . a 
place to discard misfits. 


In the same manner society 


fights to cure itself of a dread 
disease, it should work to reform 
the criminal. 
The same intense 


interest must be taken in that 
cause.

Finnish tanker loaded with 7,- 
000 tons of strategic jet fuel 
from Romania is reported on 
its way to Communist China 
despite American government 
efforts to stop it. 


Informed officials disclosed this 


today amid speculation tliat Presi- 
dent Eisenhower may eventually 
consider a navajl blockade of the 
China Coast to shut off such stra- 
tegic shipments. 


Believed in Canal 


The tanker Wiima was said to be 


in the Suez Canal area after pick- 
ing up its highly strategic cargo 
at a Black Sea port last week. 


The State department tried un- 


successfully to persuade the Fin- 
nish and Turkish governments to 
stop the vessel. 


Finland pleaded that it could do 


nothing to cancel registry of the 
vessel, it was understood. 


The Turkish government replied 


it could not legally intercept the 
ship when it passed through the 
Dardanelles Straits several weeks 
ago because an international con- 
vention guarantees 
freedom of 


transit for all ships. • 


May Be Challenged 


The Chinese Nationalist Navy 


may possibly challenge the vessel 
when it passes near Formosa, in 
about two weeks. 


The United Nations banned ship- 


ment of all strategic items to Com- 
munist China and North Korea 
May 18, 1951. Neither Finland nor 
Romania is a member of the U. N. 
however. 


U.S. officials are known to be 


seeking some way of preventing 
Western European and non-Com- 
munist ships from hauling materi- 
el to Communist China. 


Available information shows, for 


example, that of some 850 ship ar- 
rivals at Chinese ports in the first 
10 months last year 600 were non- 
Communist flag vessels. 


Many of these are chartered by 


Communist nations, -particularly 
Poland and Romania.

New Vaccine 
May Wipe Out 
Flu Scourge 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. UP)— 


Scientists of the World Health Or- 
ganization have developed a pre- 
ventive vaccine they hope will com- 
pletely wipe out the scourge of in- 
fluenza by next year. 


The discovery was announced 


here by the United Nations Tues- 
day night, after the scientists de- 
livered their official report on the 
new serum to WHO'S Executive 
Board in Geneva, Switzerland. 


The announcement said the vac- 


cine—not yet available in large 
quantities—was the first specific 
antiflu-serum developed that could 
be used in advance for an attack. 


It was evolved by scientists 


working in 55 laboratories in 44 
countries under the supervision of 
WHO and the World Influenza Cen- 
ter in London. 


War on Overtime Parking 
Indicated by City Council 


A move to curb Dixon's epidemic of parking meter viola- 


tions was introduced at a regular meeting of the Dixon city 
council Tuesday night. 


Commissioner C. L. Ballard, public health and safety, 


introduced a resolution to raise the fine on parking meter 
violators. 
In his resolution to amend the 


parking ordinance in Dixon, Bal- 
lard suggested the city levy a fine 
of 25 cents instead of the current 
10 cents against motorists who fail 
to feed the meters. 


"To Curb Abuse" 


Ballard said that his suggestion 


was not for the purpose of getting 
more money into the police depart- 
ment fund, but to curb open abuse 
of the parking ordinance. 


In addition to the increased fine 


for overtime parking, Ballard sug- 
gested that a $1 fine be levied 
against offenders who park illegal- 
ly at a meter 'for more than 24 
hours. • 


In a recent survey, police esti- 


mated the number of parking vio- 
lations at five per block. 


Throughout Dixon, there are 360 


parking meters. And, those meters 
are scattered over some 35 blocks. 


A survey on Friday disclosed 


that from Galena avenue to Hen- 
ncpin avenue, there were ten meter 
violations, Ballard said. 


He contended that the limited 


number of policemen could not 
check parking meters fast enough 
to fine all of the violators. 


One of the pnme reasons for this 


is because they have to spend,so 
much time writing tickets against 
offenders. 


On an average of five ticket* a 


block, an officer would hav« to 


write 175 tickets in covering the 
entire meter circuit, Ballard im- 
plied. 


He said that Dixon's meter fines 


were quite low when compared 
with other cities. In Chicago, a 
meter fine is $3. 


Action Asked Feb. 10 


Ballard asked the council to con- 


sider his resolution and to take 
action on it at the next meeting on 
Feb. 10. 


Commissioner L. J. Welch, in 


agreeing that something ought to 
be done to curb violations, said 
that the worst offender is the per- 
son who parks all day at a meter 
by merely paying a nickle ajn hour. 


According to Mayor W i l l i a m 


Slothower, such persons wreck the 
prime idea of parking meters, to 
divide the parking space among 
the public. 


Meters wore installed sd that 


the public, as well as the business 
district, would benefit by a con- 
stant turnover in parking traffic. 


'Under the present situation, Bal- 


lard said, motorists are 'parking at 
meters without making a pretense 
at putting money in the meter. 


He reasoned that the motorist 


takes a chance on not even being 
caught. And. if caught, the violator 
figures the 10 cent fine is cheap in 
paying for a parking space for two 
or more hours. 


New Gales 
Endangering 
Flood Area 


International Force 
Battles to Rescue 
Stranded Victims 


AMSTERDAM, The Neth- 


erlands—(/P) — Warnings of 
new gales and^ high tides 
flashed fresh da'nger to bat- 
tered Britain and Holland to- 
day as an international ar- 
mada of planes and boats 
braved waves and near-freez- 
ing weather to rescue surviv- 
ors of the continent's most 
frightful flood disaster since 
medieval times.- 


The unofficial death toll topped 


1,600—including 1,053 in Holland— 
but the Amsterdam newspaper Het 
Vrije Volk indicated today that 
more than 2,000 persons may have 
lost their lives in The Netherlands 
alone. 


As thousands of workers raced 


against time to shore up shattered 
sea defenses in Britain and The 
Netherlands, some 2,000 vessels 
and more than 125 planes rushed 
the evacuation of t h o u s a n d s 
numbed by cold and suffering from 
three days of exposure in isolated 
villages throughout stricken South 
west Holland. 


New Warning 


The new gale warning was an- 


nounced for the North Sea area. 
Accompanying the grim forecast 
was a British Air Ministry pre- 
diction that strong winds develop- 
ing father south during the day 
will "tend to heighten the tides on 
the east coast." 


Already a biting wind was whip- 


ping up the sea again along Eng- 
land's Norfolk—hit hard by the 
rushing waters which high tides 
and hurricane winds sent pouring 
over the land Sunday. 


The 
raging 
waters 
subsided 


somewhat in Britain and Belgium 
but a thousand square miles of 
Holland—hardest hit of the three 
countries—remained buried under 
a blanket of deadening salt water. 


Uncalciilatcd Damage 


Damage was reckoned in uncal- 


culated millions of dollars. In Brit 
tain more than 400 square miles 
were flooded. In Brussejs. newspa- 
per estimates placed Belgian loss- 
es in the neighborhood of 20 mil- 
lion dollars. 


The final death toll in the disas 


ter may exceed 2,000. The latest 
count from official and the best 
available unofficial sources was: 


Holland, 1.053. 
England, 377. 
Belgium, 14. ' 
Lost in ships at sea, 163. 
Total. 1.613. 
An estimated 80,000 persons were 


homeless, 30,00.0 in Britain and 
50,000 in Holland. Thousands were 
believed still missing in the two 
countries. 


15 Americans Dead 


Bodies of four more Americans 


were recovered from their homes 
on England's east coast today, 
raising the toll of known Arr.cric.iR 
dead to 15. Three others were still 
missing and presumed lost. 


Help and offers of aid have 


poured into the stricken countries 
from all over the world. 


A vast rescue force, including 


ships, planes and men of the U.S.. 
British, 
French 
and Canadian 


armed services moved swiftly to 
answer frantic pleas of help from 
flooded Dutch communities. 


Hope was given up for the 1.SSI- 


ton Swedish steamer Aspo and her 
crew of 22. The vessel vanished 
without a trace after sending an 
SOS from 125 miles off the Danish 
coast. 


Police disclosed that the British 


death toll may prove lower than 
has been feared. Previous reports 
said at least 130 persons died on 
Canvey Island in the Thames est- 
uary 25 miles from London, but 
police said this figure may be cut 
to as low as 30.

against accusations of com- 
munism. 


Federal Judge Vincent L. Lei- 


bell-sentenced the 35-year-old for- 
mer $10,000 a year government 
official. 


He was alleged to have per- 


jured himself in testifying in his 
first perjury trial that he never 
gave secret information to Eliza 
beth T. Bentley,. former Commu 
nist courier, and' that he did not 
know that a Young Communist 
League existed while he was a 
Dartmouth College student. 


Remington's 
attorney told -the 


court he .would make a "speedy 
appeal." 


Remington was convicted of per- 


jury at his first trial, sentenced 
to five years and ordered to pay a 
$2,000 fine- but the conviction' was 
upset by the United States Court 
of Appeals. 


The government then brought 


him to trial again on the ground 
that he lied on the witness stand 
In the'first trial. ' 


U. S. Attorney Myles J. 'Lane, 


who prosecuted Remington, rec- 
ommended to the court that Rem- 
ington "be dealt with-rather-se- 
verely." 


"He had a pattern of perjury

House directive to the entire gov- 
ernment to re-examine policies for 
spending and for hiring new work- 
ers. The goal: Economy. 


Kevicw Opens 


"In a sense, the Defense depart- 


ment will open up the whole mili- 
tary program for review," de- 
clared Assistant Defense Secretary 
W. J. McNeil. He made clear the 
new economy combing would in- 
clude equipment procurement, con- 
struction and military manpower 
levels. 


But McNeil also said he was con- 


fident the economy drive decreed 
yesterday by' the Budget Bureau 
with President Eisenhower's bless- 
ing contained "nothing . . . that 
will wreck any defense program." 


The huge Defense department, 


like all other government agencies, 
was bound by the three basic rules 
laid down by Budget Director Jo- 
seph M. Dodge: 


1. Hiring of government workers 


is to be suspended until in each 
case it can be determined if the 
job can be eliminated or done by 
employes already on the payroll. 


2. Construction is to be limited 


lo "clearly essential" p r o j e c t s 
built under "strictest standards of 
economy." 


3. Operations art to be conducted 


at a minimum spending level, with 
any unnecessary activities elimi- 
nated. 


It was plain the orders were in- 


tended as getting down to business 
on the Republican promise to trim 
the $78.900,000,000 budget which for- 
mer President Truman sent Con- 
gress 11 days before leaving office. 


A«ks Detailed Plans 


Dodge asked all agencies to sub- 


mit detailed economy plans next 
month. 


The economy review of govern- 


ment construction was especially 
applicable to the Defense depart- 
ment, with its big building pro- 
grams, and to the closely allied 
Atomic Energy Commission, which 
has a huge physical expansion 
mapped. 


McNeil said the review of De- 


fense department spending would 
be under the direction of Deputy 
Defense Secretary Roger Kyes, 
who would start at th« point where 
the military departments com- 
pleted their budget request* last 
fall. 


He explained that after Kyes has 


gone through the budget he may

ment official said Tuesday. 


Speaking at the 52nd 'annual 


Farm and Home Week at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, Stanley An- 
drews, administrator of the Tech- 
nical Cooperation Administration 
said: 


"If we are to help Western 


Europe maintain its economic and 
political stability without a con- 
tinuous dram on our taxpayers in 
the form of gifts and grants—which 
Europeans do not want—trade with 
the western hemisphere and other 
parts of the free world must de- 
velop to the point where Europe 
can pay for the things they must 
buy fiom us and others." 


Andrews said nearly 60 per cent 


of the contributions the United 
States has made to Europe has 
been spent for food. 


"This necessity of tuimng to the 


western hemisphere, paiticularly 
for food, has benefited the surplus 
food producing areas of the United 
States," he' said, "but it is a grim 
testimony that a fairly large pro- 
portion of our farm piosperiiy has 
been financed indirectly from the 
U.S. treasury. We have been pro- 
viding money with which Western 
Europe bought much of our farm 
products."

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GOP Chairman Wes Roberts Has Met 


Ike Only Five Times 


One of the most unusual facts about new Republican 


National Committee Chairman Wes Roberts is that he has 


1 met President Dwight Eisenhower only five times,, face to 
face, though both are from Kansas. 


The first time was at Abilene, when Eisenhower came 


back from Europe. Next was at Denver, where Ike made his 
headquarters. Then at the Chicago convention, and once 
again, briefly, at Washington, when the presidential candi- 
date came through during the campaign. 


In December Mr. Roberts went to New York for a meet- 


ing with the president-elect. 
It was at this meeting that 


Eisenhower gave his blessing to the election of Roberts as 
national chairman. Why not? Every faction of the now- 
unified party—Taf tites, Deweyites and Eisenhowerites agreed 
he was the man for the job. 
- 
<• • 


There is one other most unusual fact about Mr. Roberts. 


' In an administration that is now .characterized as eight mil- 
lionaires and a plumber, Wes Roberts is one of the least 
wealthy men, and chairmen of political parties are tradition- 
ally, big-money men. 


He will get a handsome $32,500 annual salary plus ex- 


penses as GOP national chairman. But this will be the most 
money he ever made. And his modest assets are said to 
mark and to prove another of his greatest>attributes. He is 
called'that rarity among rarities—a completely honest poli- 
tician. 


Polities Is in Roberts' Blood 


But he is a politician. It's in his blood. He was born 


Dec. 14, 1903, at Oskaloosa, Kan.—the state from which 
political hell has alwa3's come. He was the youngest son o'f 
a country newspaper editor. It was an extremely religious 
family and young Wes says he got his religion even on the 
handle of the Methodist church pump organ. 


He took journalism when he went to Kansas State. A 


dollar was hard to come by in those days, and he made a few 
on the side writing for his dad's string of three weekly papers 
After he left college, he became editor of one of them for 
10-year period. 


Then he got" into politics. His father had never been a 


Kansas regular, and Wes became identified as one of th 
young Turks. He backed Carl Friend against Gov. Al Schoep 
pel, now U. S. senator from Kansas, and lost. In 1936 he was 
campaign manager for Will G. West in the gubernatoria 
race, and again he lost in the Roosevelt landslide. 


For the next two years Wes Roberts served as executive 


secretary of the Kansas Republican committee. In that timi 
he built up the organization that hasn't suffered a defea 
since. 


He absorbed a lot of politics, he says, from Lacey Haines 


now dead, a more or less legendary figure in Kansas politics 
He went on to become assistant state chairman and secretary 
to Gov. Payne Ratner for two terms. 


In 1943, Wes Roberts was commissioned a captain in the 


Marines' intelligence. He rose to become a major in a Fourth 
Marine air wing bomber squadron which saw action in Tinian 
Guam, Iwo Jima and Okinawa. 


Discharged in 1946, he came back to Kansas—and poll 


tics. He did publicity for the state highway commission, anc 
from 1947 to 1950 was state chairman. He managed Sen 
Frank Carlson's successful campaign that year. 


Takes Campaigns to Grass Roots 


The great mystery of the Wes Roberts career—if it is a 


mystery—is how a politician with only Kansas acquaintance 
could zoom to national prominence in a year. He isn't color- 
ful.

returns to her new physician lier 
blood pressure will bo down 
where it was before.

Q—Is it true that three out of 


a thousand cases of high blood 
pressure are curable by removal 
of a tumor from the adrenal gland? 


Are there any tests that show the 
presence of such a tumor? Mrs. 
M. S. 


A—The tumor to which Mrs. S. 


refers Is known as a pheochro- 
mocytoma. The exact frequency 
of this tumor is not known, but 
It is almost certainly no higher 
than she suggests. 


The diagnosis is too complicat- 


ed to discuss here, but it can 
generally be made by careful 
history-taking and special tests. 
Removal of such a tumor may 
give complete relief of the symp- 
toms.

Q—Will the exercise—putting the 


arms out in front slightly bent, 
pressing the finger tips together, 
releasing, repeating 10 or 15 times 
daily—help firm soft and sagging 
breasts?

Use Your Partner to Win at Bridge

"The other night I held a bridge 


hand'with no card higher than 
nine," reports a Wisconsin reader 
"Was I entitled to ask for a new 
deal?" 


Nobody can stop you from ask- 


ing for a new deal. However, the 
opponents would be very foolish to 
give you that new deal because you 
are not entitled to it. When you get 
a bad hand all you can do is suffer 
in silence. 


As a matter of fact, if your 


partner has a good enough hand 
and plays his cards properly, your 
suffering may not be so extreme. 


In today's hand, for example, my 


associate, Freddie Sheinwolci, man- 
aged to extract two tricks from a 
"trickless" dummy. This feat look- 
ed impossible at first, but Shem- 
wold made it look very simple—as 
befits the author of the magnificent 
"First Book of Bridge" for teen- 
agers and other beginners. 


West opened the king of hearts, 


and Sheinwold, playing the South 
hand, took the ace of hearts and 
returned the suit at once. East 
won with the ten of hearts and 
properly returned a trump. De- 
clarer won and led another heart, 
giving West a trick. 


West hopefully returned another 


trump, but there was no way to 
stop declarer's plan from operat- 
ing. 
Sheinwold -won the second 


round of trumps and led his last 
heart. West had to follow suit, and 
dummy could ruff with the eight of 
spades.

This device of ruffing a heart in 


dummy not only enabled declarer 
to avoid the loss of a heart trick 
but also put him in the dummy in 
position to take the club finesse. 
When the finesse of the queen of 
clubs succeeded, declarer could 
draw the last trump and cheerfully 
concede one diamond trick.

Pegkr Lays Blame for Criminals on New York Water- 


fronts to "Criminality in AFL"

In sheer obdurate stupidity our people refuse to understand that 


the,criminal conditions which dominate the port of New York are the 
direct result of criminality in the' American Federation of Labor. 


For more than IS years I have been exposing this rotten organiza- 


tion. 
Yet, after all that went before, President Ike selected, the 


president of the plumber's union, which is notorious for corrupt 
collusion with suppliers and contractors at the public expense, to be 
secretary of labor. And the state, department and the central intelli- 
gence agency picked the AF of L to carry on its secret collusion 
with socialist political parties bearing me deceptive name of "labor" in 
many foreign countries. 


The state department and/or the CIA have handed over $3,000,000 


of our hard-earned money to unidentified persons in the AF of L, 
without a receipt, a voucher or a check-stub to show 
for it. 


Years ago, I walked into a routine meeting of 


this gang in Washington and saw there George 
Browne, the crook in command of the theatrical 
and movies unions, Joe Padway, the general counsel 
for a grand clientele of thieves, and old Dan Tobin, 
the president of the teamsters' union, which was 
rotten with graft and infested with jail-birds.

its duty to the public by acclaiming his successor, Dave Beck, as a 
fine, "progressive" fellow with a "big business" mentality. 


Too late, we will discover a few 


years hence that Beck is a ruthless 
dictator who thinks nothing of 
blockading whole geographical sec- 
tions of our country by "hot cargo' 
edicts, and that our new multi- 
billion dollar system of highways 
has been created only to be de- 
livered over to Beck. We print fav- 
orable pictures of him at stately 
public functions and exclaim over 
his lavish bounty in dumping mil- 
lions of dollars into a particular 
bank in Seattle. 


Can't we ever understand that all 


this money is a danger to all of us 
in the hands of such men at the 
head of such organizations? Why 
do these unions need treasuries of 
10, 20, 30 millions? 


Carmel Offie, the state depart- 


ment castoff who worked into the 
CIA and thence into the AF of L's 
foreign conspiracies, told me that 
Dave Dubinsky's garment workers' 
union was deemed most appropri- 
ate to wage conspiracy in European 
countries in violation of the so- 
vereignty and dignity of their gov- 
ernments because the AF of L, and 
especially Dubinsky's union, had 
unlimited money subject to no ac- 
counting. 


Another authority in the CIA 


said Dubinsky on one of his trips 
to Europe to organize this evil 
system carried $50,000 in currency. 


Now we read that Beck has 


kicked up a Crime-Must-Go move- 
metn in the teamsters' union of 
the New York waterfront. And he 
is going to put the matter "firmly" 
before the AF of L's executive 
council in Miami.

the anti-racketeering law exempt- 
ed union racketeers. 


Unfortunately, 
Justice 
Jimmy 


Byrnes, who wrote the opinion, was 
right. He had sat in the senate with 
Dr. Copeland, of .New York, who 
wrote the law, and he clearly re- 
membered that the late Bill Green 
lad gone to the department of 
justice to demand that unions, be 
exempted. Copeland, in fear of the 
'labor" vote in New York, had 
meekly complied and the depart- 


ment had redrafted the bill to ac- 
comodate Green and his criminal 
following. 


Joe Papa, one of the waterfront 


racketeers, was canned from the 
presidency of local 202 of the team- 
sters for grafting and looting the 
union's kitty, but does anyone be- 
lieve that this condition came as 
a surprise to Beck or to Tom Hick- 
ey, the international union's vice 
president in charge of New York? 
Or to Tom Dewey, who canned 
Papa from the state industrial 
council, or to Ed Corsi, the state 
industrial commissioner who works 
hand-in-glove with many unions 
and knows the personalities and 
their activities as a cop knows 
them? 


Why all the sudden righteous- 


ness? I wrote up Papa a year ago. 
Why doesn't Beck can Hickey, too? 


The political corruption and the 


corrupt unionism are equal and 
indistinguishable parts of the same 
loathsomeness. 


When Judge Meany, of the fed- 


eral court, was up for confirmation 
before the senate judiciary com- 
mittee,, his character 
witnesses 


were, with few exceptions, profes- 
sional union goons of the rotten 
Hague machine. A,nd when Joe Fay 
was easily acquitted before Meany. 
after a farcical prosecution on an 
income tax charge, 
by a jury 


which had been flagrantly packed, 
Tom Clark, the attorney general,

Hague appointee, exclaimed, "it 
was a God-damned outrage" and 
proceeded quickly to do nothing at 
all about it.

He has legal authority 
to end the controls earlier. 


Harry Weiss, executive director 


of the Wage Stabilization Board, 
put out information Tuesday that 
"a decision has been made to ter- 
minate wage controls immediate- 
ly." 


The White House cracked down. 


Press Secretary James C. Hagerty 
said the Weiss statement was "an 
unwarranted assumption of author- 
ity." 


He said Weiss had authority only 


to give wage board employes notice 
they might be out of jobs by March 
5. 


Such notices did, in fact, go out 


to more than 2,000 Wage and Sal- 
ary Stabilization Board employes. 
More were expected to be issued 
by the various agencies enforcing 
controls. 


Hagerty declined to say whether 


wage curbs might be ended before 
the April 30 deadline. He said the 
termination date "is now under 
consideration." 


Meanwhile the machinery of con- 


trols was being dismantled and 
there were predictions that a sheaf 
of price decontrol orders on such 
items as beef, furniture, children's 
clothing, household appliances and 
possibly restaurants would come 
out within a few days.

mer Atty. Gen. Francis Biddle 
later called the "legal arm of the 
Communist party," issued a 31- 
page paper-bound booklet which 
sold at the time for five cents. 


It has* become so hard to find 


now that it is a collector's item, 
selling for as much as $12. 


This booklet—the title 
on the 


cover is "Under Arrest: Workers' 
Self-Defense in- The Courts"—tells 
"workers" what to do when picked 
up by the police. 


So far as dealing with the police 


goes, the advice of the booklet 
can be summed up: 
"tell 
"em 


nothing." But it goes into quite a 
bit of drtail on how to act when in 
court. 


For example: "Make the court 


your forum. Bring out the class 
issue at the trial. In most cases 
the judge and prosecutor will try 
to evade the class character of the 
case." 


The first trial, of the 
11 top 


leaders, in Judge Ha'rold R. Me- 
dina's Federal 
Court, 
took 39 


weeks. Five lawyers in the case 
drew jail sentences, ranging from 
30 days to six months, for con 
temptuous conducb toward Medina 
The 11 leaders got • penitentiary 
terms. 


The Communists tried to turn 


the courtroom into a forum. Pro- 
Communists p i c k e t e d outside, 
chanting. Heckled as probably no 
other judge in American history, 
Medina kept his temper.
